The common canary ia known 


throughout tba civilized world, and 
ia so common u to be cheap in all ^0, j 
bird stores; bnt many of tlie varieties St-v.j.. 
ture rare, and Terjr expensive; these 
varieties are mostly cultivated in 
England, however, where the song of 
the bird is not BO much valneil as it* 
elegant shape or brilliunt color. Ger- 
man; in tbe great centre whence the ; 
world is supplied with singing birds, 
and in Germany the business of rais- 
ing the birds anri getting them ready 
to send rtbroaj ia chiefly carried on 
in the Tillages among the Uurtz 
Mountains of Hanover. The people 
there are miners and cattle-drovers, 
but, being poor, si most every family 
devotes it* spare time to rearing can- 
aries and making the little wooden 
cages in which they are carried to 
the distant railroad station or sea- 
port. Tht> houses are small, bnt one 
corner of t'jo principal room is sep- 
arated from the rest by a partition, 
and given to the birds for their 
own use, where, in cnp*, boses and 
gonrd-sheila, they build their ne.sts 
and batch their eggs secure from ail 
harm. 
When the breeding sonson is 


over, all the yonng birds lire taken 
to Bremen or Hamburg, to be sent 
across the ocean to Kuglanil, Amer- 
ica, or away around to India and 
Cuioii. 
These voyages are made 


only in the Winter, however, because 
it was found tliat in .Summer travel- 
ing the birds loot thtir voices and 
plumage; but that season is so cold 
and stormy that usually from a quar- 
ter to a half of tbe cargo perishes be- 
fore reaching onr shore. 
So many 


birds are sent, nevertheless, tbat 
probably 23,01*0 caian to Xaw York 
alive last year from Europe. 
Tbf.se 


are distribotcj through a large nnru 
her ot bird-shops in tlie city, and the 
deafening cliorns which is kept up 
from dawn till dirk by a hundred or 
so singing at the top of their voices 
in a single room, added to the din of 
a small menagerie of other animals, 
is something surprising to one tlit- 
first time he enters.
